Another Chapter of Matrimonial 
Misery.

The Mother-in.law Element—Dispelled 
Dreams of Love and Happiness. 


The default divorce docket of Judge 
Thayer’s Court was disposed of to-day, wind- 
ing up the bu-iness of the December term. 
Although desertion’ constitutes the chief 
ground of a divorce prayer to which no an- 
sweror defense is entered, there are other 
elements constituting grievances of the un- 
happy petitioners upon which evidence is 
heard by depositions or witnesses. The fol- 
lowing cases were before the court to-day: 


IDA AGAINST EDWARD HENRY. 

The parties were married a: Joliet, May 3, 
1874. They finally separated September 5, 
last year. The wife alleges that she always 
did her duty as a wife and mother but that 
her husband rendered her condition intoler- 
able. She statesthat be wrongfully accused 
her of stealing and charged her 
cruelly with being the cause of .he death of 
their little girl, Edith. Mrs. Henry says 
taat ber hushand wave way to his temper and 
acted very violently at times. On one occa- 
sion he hela a pistol in his hand and she was 
afraid. that he intended to do something 
desperate. The mother-in-law element 
wae  -introduced in the form of a 
deposition by Mrs. Nancy J. LeClaire, of 
Svringfield, Lll., mother of the petitioner. 
This lady testified thateher daughter did not 
live happily with ber husband. On one 
occasion, when she was visiting the young 
‘couple, the son-in-law behaved very strangely 
and appeared very cross. Mrs. LeClaire 
asked him if she was the cause ofit and said 
thatif her presence made things upcomfort- 
able she would go home. Her son-in-law 
excused himself to her, but bis treatment of 
his wife in money matters and in «ther re- 
spects was harsh and unkind. When Mra. 
Henry was sick with the infant her busband 
one evening at the bedside behaved 
very strangely. He had been tothe cars to 
see some company off and came back talking 
very ioud. His wife wasin nocondition to 
be exc ted, and she made some remark to 
that effect when Mr. Henry said: “You 
shall not stand it much longer, for I will send 

to your mother.” That lady was 

n the roum at the time and interposed,-aying 
‘iat ner dauchier could not goanywhere in 
her delicate condition; she needed repose for 
the sake of thecniid. Mr. Henry then said: 
“IT wil: take care of the child: that need not 

worry you. The child can remaio here.” 
Mrs. LeCluire stated that ber uanehter was 
frenzied at the suggestion and made 
an effort to get out of . bed. She 
further testified that Mr. Henrv a'armed his 
wife by saying: ‘“1’\] put astop to this,’ at 
the same time going to the bureau and 
taking uparevolver. The young people 
subsequently Went to board with Mrs. Le 
Clairé. at Springfield, and she 
had ‘several opportunilies of hearing 
Mr. Henry use violent and profane language 
towara,his wife. Oue murning he was very 
angry because little Edith, then three vears 
and-a-half old, was cryingifor her breakfast. 
He took the child out of bed and hurried into 
the Kitchen with her to whip 
her. The mother was afraid that 
the child would be unmercifully whipped 
and folowed her husband as s00n as ber 
delicate health would permit. She did not 
ngs po her husband from spanking the child 
ut uitimately released her from bis arms, 
upon which he cursed her. Mrs. Henry, 
after separating from her husband, went to 
live with ber mother, and gave 
music lessons. She states that 
her husband is in receipt of a salary 
of $75 per month, andis possessed of s»me 
real estate. Mrs. Henry asks for a suitapnle 
orderofalimuny. [he case was continued 
for disposition on February 20.

Guiteau'’s Body. 
Special to the Pos.- Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D, C., February 1—Re- 
ferring to the report that Scoville had 
consented to sell Guiteau’s body to a 
Philadelphia speculator for the purpose of 
exhibiting, he esavs that he received a 
letter from the gentleman some time ago, 
making himan offer, and that he replied 
briefly, saying he would take it into consid- 
eration. It is the only letter 
of the kind he has ever answered. 
It would be a matter which would be for 
Guiteau and his immediate relatives to de- 
cide. He thought they were disposed to 
consider it favorably. As for 
himself he should recommend in 
case the offer was accepted 
that so much  ~0of the proceeds as 
might be necessary should be applied to sat- 
isfying Guiteau’s debts, and any surplus be 
donated to some asylum for 
the = insane. He had not given 
up all hope of getting the verdict set aside, 
He recognized that the chance was small. He 
will insist on a post-mortem examination of 
the brain and is confident thatit will disclose 
a state of disease. 

The question is raised as to the right of the 
relatives to have and dispose of the 
remains oof one executed in the 


circumstances of a case like that of Guiteau. 
It is said B»oth’s body was not surrendered 
to bis relatives for several years, and then by 
special order of the War Department. 


Mrs Scoville’s Expression. 
Special tothe Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, February 1.—In reference to a 
telegram that «ivorge Scoville favorably re- 
gards the proposition of J. H. Ridgeway, of 
Philadelphia, to preserve and exhibit the 
remains of Guiteau, Mrs. Scoviile said to- 
day: ‘‘I don’t believe anything of this kind 
has been done. We have not got to the point 
of considering whatshall be done with the 
remains of my brother. Whenever and howe 
ever he may die I shall take his body and have 
& post-mortem made by experts of 
my own selection. I aione shall decide as to 
the disposition to be made of his remains. 
The idea of exhibiting his body around 
through the country is horrible and 
I wouildn’t have it done if we were 
starving, and we have not. reached 
‘hat desperate state of poverty 
yet. An offer of five ‘thousand 
dollars in cash was made to me for the body 
of Unarles, but I refused. There isn’t 
enough money in the country to buy it for“ 
he purpose of an_ exhibition. So 
far ashe is able to make a legul 


dispomtion of his body and his effects, he 
has giventhemto me. I wanted him to 


make a will, but Mr. Scoville said he 
could not do that as he 
was insane and it would have 
no legal force. If he should be now 


induced to make a will disposing of his 
body sothat it might be put on exhibition I 
would contest its validity in the courts just 
as IT would the act of any other insane man 
that affected me, but these people need not 
put themselves to much troubieabout the 
matter. Charles Guiteau is not going to be 
hung.” 

“Do you want me to understand that this 
dispatch, with vour husband’s name attached 
to it, is bogus??? 

**T don’t know anything about that. Iam 
satisfied that my husband wou'd not send such 
a dispatca without consulting me, and he 
knows that such an arrangement could not 
be made without my consent.”

Another Step in the Tragedy of Sat- 
urday. 


Funeral of 


Ag announced, the funeral of Mrs. Sarah 
H. Dorriss took place this morning from the 
family residence, on the Olive street road 
and King’s Highway, and soother episode in 
the terribie tragedy of Saturday night was 
enacted. At an eary hour the uniert:k-r, 
Mr. Lynch, arrived ut the mansion aid pro- 
cvede d quietly with the preparations for the 
rad day’s work. The weather was bright, 
c‘ear and bracing, and the siight carpet of 
snow did not preveut numbers of people 
gatheringin groups inthe vicinity and dis- 
cusing the aff:ir. 

The body was laid outin the front parlor 
of the residence, and was placed in a metal- 
lic easket, with silver handles and. trim- 
mings. It bore a silver plate with the in- 
scription:

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The casket had a heavy plate-glass covering, 
through which toe fea:ures of the corpse 
were plainly discernib'e. 
ON THE CASKET 

were a number of flural offerings, the princi- 
p»l of these being a large cross of smuilax, 
calia lilies and tea roses; and a large wreath 
with a center-piece made of evergreen, calla 
lilies, lilies of the valley and tea roses and 
bearing in immortelies the words “Our 
Mother,” and the inscription R. 1.

Winding Up of the Columbia Life In- 
surance Company.

Five Years the Receiver has Ruled 
but the Poor Policy Holders 
Have had Nothing, 


But $60,000 has Been Gobbled up by 
Vultures—Some Monstrous 
Claims by Lawyers. 


Resuming tbe history of Insurance estate- 
tating in St. Louis, the Post-DISPATCH fer- 
ret directed its optics to the court records of 
the Columbia Life Company, dissolved in 
1877. This is altogether the most refreshing 
exhibit, interesting alike tothe policy holders 
andthe public. It furnishes another enter- 
taining chapter bearing upon the sublime 
system jcountenanced by the _  law’s 
machinery. Receiver, referees and attorneys 
in the Columbia estate have been as yet the 
only beneficiaries of the stupendous wreck, 
culminating in the gigantic insurance frauds 
which have branded the name of St. Louis 


with shame throughout the Union. The 
insurance estate-wrecking in this 
city which was carried on sO 


successfully for years marked the swallow- 
ingupof miuliions of dollars, trust funds. 
When at length the courts fnterposed, 


another set of vultures swooped down upon 
the carcass and they found some excellent 
picking. The record shall speak for itself, 
however. In February 1877, the Insurance 
Department of the state commenced pro- 
ceedings in the Circuit Court with a 
view to the winding up of the Columbia 
Company. Judge Thayer, before whom the 
case went, made an order of reference to bis 
predecessor, Judge Horatio M. Jones, at the 
same time granting a temporary injunction 
and appointing L. E. Aiexander, receiver. 
The winter’s work was over and the dull 
season for lawyers was looming up. 
Throughout the spring and summer

In addition to the above, Referee Reyn lds 
was allowed $15 for report on each death 
claim. The net unpaid claims of al! classes, 
less re-insurance, amounted, at the date of 
dissolution, to $191,802.62. 

The attornevs feasting on the Columbia 
carcass are entitied to special mention, if 
only to place on record their proverbial mod- 
esty in petitioning the court for allowances. 
Of all the farces enacted beneath the dome, 
probablv the most ridiculous is thatof the 
sworn testimony of one attorney as to 
the value of another’s services. Judge 
Thayer’s quiet way of silencing evidence of 
this character indicates his estimate of its 
value. The attornevs representing Receiver

It is thus shown shat an es‘ate which has 
slept for five years in the courts, rendered a 
profitable source of income to a select few, 
the reeciver and those within his patronage, 
}the referees and atturneys. Six'y thousand 
dollars warth of salvage from the wreck, 
which ehould have vone into the 
pockets of the insurance’ victims, the 
unfortunate policy-holders, and the widows 
and orphans representing death claims, en- 
riched the distinguished syndicate of profes- 
sional men, sailing under the title of «fficers 
ofthe court. The Columbia’s creditors have 
not yet received one cent, although the com- 
pany was disso'ved five years ago. 

The Columbi:s estate 1s moreover assailed 
with a suit by the St. Louis Mutual estate to 
recover all the property tran-ferred to the 
Columbia under the “tre insurance’? contract 
invoiving over three million aollars. If that 
were successful it would entirely swallow up 
all the Columbia assets in expectancy. 

The Atlas, De Soto and Missouri Mutual 
estates entered the courts against the Colum- 
bia to foreclose the mortgage on the Inseur- 
ance Building and to receiver $£400000. On 
the other band the Columbia has obtained a 
million dollar judgm nt avainst the Life As- 
sociation, and abou $150,000 will shortly be 
paid in eash. There is a 
suit still pending of the Columbia against the 
Life Association to recover $600,000 on ac- 
count of property obtained from the Colum- 
bia before dissolution. A suit is likewise 
pending against the Commercial Insurance

THE REMINGTONS. 


Men Who Have Made Big Fortunes 
Out of Firearms. 
New York Letter to Cincinnati) Gazette. 


The Remington brothers, whose New York 
establishment for the sale of arms, and also 
the sewing machines and the type-writer, are 
so weil-known, are a remarkabie t'io. Sam- 
ue) Re mington represents the housein this 
city, while Philo and Eliphalet conduct the 
manufacturing department in Ilion. The 
history of this irm contains some points of 
‘more than unusual interest. Sixty years ago 
Elivhalet Remington, an ingenious and in- 
dustrious blacksmith, lived in the vicinity of 
what is now Ilion. Game was then plenty, 
and being in need of arifle for hisown use, 
he undertook tue manufacture of a barre! 
which was rudely fitted with a stock, an 
ee asuccess. He then made others for 

is neignbors, and soou won a reputation 
for such weapons. Eventually a Utica gun- 
smith gave bim orders for ali he could make, 
since in pointof straightness and accuracy 
they excclled the best productions of Bir- 
mingham and Enfield. In 1829 Eliphalet Rem- 
ing'on removed to the locality of the present 
works, which was then a meadow witb a fine 
water power. . Here he erected machinery 
and continued the gun making, assisted by 
histhree sons. In 1861 the oid gentleman 
died, leaving to his sonsa good name and the 
inception ofa great business. He had no 
idea, however, of the future which was be 
fore thbem,and which wasso suddenly to 
open in such wonderful power. 

When the rebellion broke out our govern- 
ment sawits need ofarms. The old fash- 
ioned musket, with which our troops were 
at first equipped, was altogether unsuitable 
and it was then that the Remingtons proved 
adequateto the emergency. They built an 
enormous armory and supplied the govern- 
ment with their improved rifles at a lower 
rate than elsewhere. The Remington rifle is 
lighter than the English (Enfie'd) rifle, and 
at the same time is more accurate. The Rem- 
ingtons, indeed, bad introduced all modern 
improvements, and in addition to rifles, they 
manufactured a superior revolyer, which the 
government socn ordered for cavalry service. 
The Remington revoiver was sold at one- 
half the price of Colt’s, though it cost full as 
much to manufacture, and hence the saving 
to our government on a contract of 30,000 
was $300,000. During the rebellion the Rem- 
ington establi-bment was in operation day 
and night, and 500 workmen were employed. 
Evety weapon, after it was finished was test- 
ed by the Government Inspector, and as they 
went into efficient service, it may be said that 
these brothers didtheir share toward the 
suppression of Southern treason. 

n view of the close of hostilities the Rem- 
ingtons prepared for the arts of peace hy 
building an extensive agricultural works, 
which has for years been a succesrful opera- 
tion. They alsointroduced the Remington 
sewing machine, and to this was added the 
type-writer. Their arms, however, had 
reached such fame in Europe that one ot the 
firm (Samue!) went abroad and remained 
several years He made contracts with a 
number of European powers and also with 
the Khedive of Egypt, and the superiority of 

it Remington arms was generaliv admitted. 

Ww years ago Samue! Remington returned 
andestablished himseif in this city as the 
agent of the firm, and the type-writer forms 
a leading feature in the business. 

I had occasion recently to visit Lion after 
an interval of nineteen years, and noticed 
the changes anti improvements. When I first 
knew the «pot (1850), the old gentleman was 
making rifle barrels inasmall way, assis‘ed 
by Philo. Samuel kept a store and Niiph:let 
was buta boy. The village hardiy contained 
more than a score of dwellings, and no one 
then could h»ve imagined its future impor- 
tance. In 1863 I was again called tbither 
and ound a large place, alive with the inten- 
sity of the great conflict. Eliphalet had be- 
come an active member of the firm, while 
Samuei wasattending to Government con- 
tracts, and Phi'o was superintending the vast 
operations. Last week I was there again and 
met Philo, who is but little changed by the 
lapse of intervening years. Biiphalet is a lit- 
tle stouter, Dut has the same genial manners. 
The works were in active operation, and the 
population now numbers 4,000, mostof whim 
depend on the Remingtons. It is certainly 
remarkable that this trio of brothers should 
have livedso long and remained so united, 
not om in bu-iness, but in fraternal «ffe -- 
tion. The R-mingtons are noted for benefi- 
cence, but I do not mention this to encourage

Thus, it chanced one 
day, while the brother of Louis was enjoy- 
ing himself among a party of friends, he wa> 
suddenly observed to change color and to 
complain of a sensation as if he bad received 
ahiow upon the head, and he avowed ai> 
firm conviction that something must have 
beiallen his brother, then in Paris. At the 
recise moment thus indicated Louis 
lane, while walkingin the streets of Paris, 
had been knocked down by a blow upon the 
bead, dealt by some one who approached him 
unperceived from behind.

A fanbark Indastry.

There is new atthe Public Landing in thi» 
city a steamboat of large size, built for the 
purpese of developing a new enterprise, 
which, if succes-ful, will add to the lony lis: 
of American exportable produce. The boat 
is supplied with machinery for the purpos: 
of grinding and compressing tanbark. She 
will be run up the Tennessee river, where 
bark is obtainable. There the bark will be 
taken on board, ground, compressed and 
packed in kegs or haif barrel-, and io that 
shape shipped to Eurvpe. Bark is now 
brought to market in bulk and bandled at 
great expense, and cannot be shipped to 
Europe at all. It is needed in that country 
to enable tanners to comoete with American 
manufacturers in tbe production of leather, 
The comp: essing of cotton has g- eatly reduced 
the cost of transportation, and it is this prin- 
ciple that is to be apviied to the tanbark

+ SARTOR RESARTUS. 

The Honorable CaRL SCHURZ has settled 
down to thinking seriously on the subject of 
knee-breeches. In the last issue of the New 
York Post occurs acolumn editorial on the 
ethics of dress which bears the impress o! 
his master mind. It bristles with though’ 
and intellect and grey matter. The article 
begins with the statement thatimprovements 
in clothes should not be rash, hasty generali- 
zations, but that the use of gay colored silk~ 


tion and wouid lead the public mind imper 
ceptibly to look without prejudice on further 


innovations. He says. 

‘*In judging of the schemes of reform in the 
interest of the beautiful intashion we must 
not, of course, let our zeal blind us to the fact 
thatthere are many points of difference be 
tween them and previous movements for the 
improvement of the condition of the race. 
The latter bave generally been inspired bya 
iove of hnman liberty; the former seem to be 
the product of an intellectual cenviction that 
the moral nature will be elevated by an effort 
to gratify the taste. Reform of the oid kind 
was humanitarianin character, and sprang 
from a desire for equality of rights and posi. 
tion. Reform of the new kind seems based on 
a belief that existing taste is hopelessly de 
based and vulgar, and can only be elevated 
oy showiug man how low, and mean, and 
degraded he really is.’’ 

That Mr. SCHURZ has lest none of his keen 
appreciation of the structure of the female 
mind, butis still able to weigh critically and 
impartially the sentiments which fall from 
the lips of beauty, this witnesseth: 

‘**When girls say, as they sometimes do in 
moments, of confidential expansion of a male 
acquaintance, ‘‘He looks lovely in his dress- 
cout,’’ this is, we believe, always taken 
among experienced women to be a proof 
rather of infatu ition or, atany rate, ardent 
admiration than as evidence that his beauty 
or attractiveness is increased by & garment 
which has none of the recognized elements of 
beauty to recommendit.’’ 

Of course he reasons that natural selection 
would be assisted by gaudier clothes; that 
the weaker vessel would love man better 
were he more gorgeous, and he delves into 
the whole science of Biology to strengthen 
his position. He fears, however, that there 


are prejudices in the community which will 
work against reform, and the concluding 
paragraph of this masterly effort is a sad 
concession of the probability of reform. He 
Says: 

‘‘The march of the present social uniform 
is really the march of modern industrial civi- 
lization, which in its reientless strides appa- 
rently paralyzes or changes the action even of 
laws of nature which held their ownin socie- 
ty till within the memory of men now living. 
Biack may be the ‘color of the Philistine, and 
knee-breeches tne true breeches of the child- 
ren of light; but the present social organiza- 
tion of the world seemsto forbid the indnl 
gence of the hope that we are on the eve of a 
great revival in color and form of dress.” 


COMMERCIAL men throughout the United 
States are looking uneasilv for fresh news 
of the financial crisisin Europe. Undoubt- 
edly for the past three months there has 
neen a fear, if not an expectation, of a crash, 
and a great many merchants have been pre- 
dicting a panic on every Exchange in Amer- 
ica. The suspension of the Union Generale 
was a blow to credit all over the world 
This bank was beautifully butt-essed 
with the weaith of the whole Ultra- 
montane partyin Europe. It was apolitical 
and religious institution. The millions of the 
Pope and of the Count DE CHAMBORD, the 
exited King of France, the millions of the 
legitimist aristocracy and of tie religious 
orders were all in the vaults of this concern. 
Its failure was certainly enough to throw all 
the financial machinery of Southern Europe 
out of gear and the shock to public confidence 
uffected every market in the world. The 
Bank of England, the monetary barometer 
of the world, advanced its discount to 
panic rate—seven per cent. The situa- 
tion in Berlin was dangerous, but it has 
been for the time, at least, tided over. 
In Switzerland and Italy as well as in France 
a great many weak houses have collapsed, 
and others have been hurt so badly that more 
failures may be daily expected. As far as 
the United States are concerned the money 
loss on these assignments is comparatively 
trifling, but the danger is notfrom without 
bat from within. The delicate machinery of 
finance is so easily disturbed that no man can 
predict when a panic will be expe- 


rienced or how m ** wreckage it 
will inflict: There * great 
ay pt firma in ¢ «ta ' 


| oculated 
for vests would be a step in the right direc- 


circumstances to whom asudden and un- 
looked for stringency ofthe money market 
would mean suspension. A panic grows by 
what it feeds upon. A few great failures now 
would be disastrous tothe whole country. 
Even as itis, conservative business men are 
strengthingtheir hands in anticipation of 
possible trouble. Money is belog brought in, 
speculation is temporarily ata stand-stil. 
There are signs on every Exchange in 
the country thatthe wisest men are very 
uneasy at the situation. And yet beyond the 
always present and fatal defects of the im- 
mense credit system upon which business is 
done there is no reason for a financial crisis 
this year. Values are not unreasonably or 
dangerousiy inflated, taking the three great 
speculative commodities, grain, cotton and 
provisions, and their prices are low under 
the circumstances. Already orders for gold 
to Rrance from England have been couater- 
manded by the consignees, and there are 
many other evidences that the worst has 
been passed. Ifno great break takes place 
for a week, there will be no harm done at 
home.

THE London Sveiety for the Abolition of 
Compulsory Vaccination sends out this 
month a mvore than usually interesting col- 
ection of pamphiets and tracts in further- 
ance of the objects named in its title. One 
of these called ** fhe Cow Pox Imposture”’ is 
worth more than a passing notice, as it aims 
to correct a great many of tbe current mis- 
takes about JENNER’S works. JENNER’S 
belief at first was that cow-pvx could 
be substituted in human beings for 
small-pox by inoculation. He abandoned 
cow- pox eventually for swine-pox and inocu- 
lated his son again and again with virus 
taken from adiseased sow with very good 
results. He discovered that pox in cows 
was caused naturally by their being milked 
by men who had been dressing the hoofs of 
horses afflicted with a disease called grease. 
This tainted the udders of the cows andit was 
this pox that JENNER used with the most 
effect. JENNER believed that this grease 
was the resl source of small-pox. He in-

ind 606 as”)s«C6this: lymph =~=has_ ~passed _ into 
general circulation millions of people, 
who imagine they are being vaccinated, are 
really equinated. Cows have been inoculat- 
ed with smail-pox and the pustules of thi- 
disease used and put into genera) circula- 
tion, so that there is a chance of being vario- 
lated as well as vaccinated. To augment the 
nastiness of the case against vaccination it is 
proven by the words of a vaccine lymph 
manufacturer that after calves have served 
their time as pustule producers they are sent 
tothe butcher, ‘‘none the worse for their 
experience’? and turned into veal. If the 
data given are reliabie, vaccination certainly 
is a colossai mistake. It is claimed by the 
English opponents of the system, that while 
it bas has proved effective in some instances 
against smali-pox, the failures ou'number 
the successes, and the spread of ‘‘vaccine 
tubercle,” and of a long catalogue of name'ess 
and filthy diseases, turns the balance some- 
what against the popular superstition. 


RUSSIA seems to be thoroughly pacitied.

Street Cable Railways 


| ST. LOUIS, January 31. 
To the Ed:tor of the Post-Dispatch. 
Would you please in your next issue of the 


?.-D. expiain whatis railway by cable, what 
is itssysteyu of working. Is it an improvement 
on presi nt street car system and will we have 
it on Jefferson avenue? 

A READER. 


[A cable railway has just deen putin oper- 
ation in Chicago, between Lake and Twenty- 
second streets. The cable is 22,000 feet long 
It rests on pulleys setin an iron framework 
under the streets. As the ‘‘grip’’ attached 
to the car passes along with the cable it sim- 
ply litts the cable fromthe pulleys, allowing 
itto drop andrest upon the pulleys again 
after the car bas passed. The cable is driven 
by a number of powerful engines stationed at 
Twenty second street, and can be run at the 
rate of twenty milesan hour. From oneto 
four of the ordinary street cars are attached 
toeach ‘‘grip-car.’’ The ‘‘grip car’’ itself 
is provided with reversible seats and serves 
asa smoking car, carrying from twenty to 
thirty persons. It looks very much like an 
open car, with anaisle through the center 
fromend to ena, thus making two rows of 
seats on each side. Occupants step off or on 
by a side foot-board as on summer @cars. 
The engineer or driver stands in the center of 
the car, and by operating a lever stops, starts 
orregulates the speed of thecars. The only 
change made inthe cars already in use is in 
substituting anew draw-bar, by which at- 
tachmentis made to the grip-car.

THE JAMINET DIVORCE. 


A Diminished Practice Prompts an 
Appeal to Reduce Alimuny. 


Judge Buoyle heard to-day the motion of 
Dr. Jaminet to reduce alimony.. It will be 
remembered tnat under the decree of court 


in this celebrated divorce case, 
Mrs. Jaminet was granted a 
decree, together with the custody of 


the daughter, Leontine, and alimony to sup- 
port both in the sum of $225 per month. Dr. 
Jaminet wented the order reduced in 
amount to $150 per month, on the ground 
that the ventilation of the family trouble had 
resulted in 4 loss oO practice. 
The matter was warmly contested 
by Judge Popein behalf of Mrs. Jaminet. 
He said that if the dector had lost practice, 
it was certainly no fault of his wife’s. He had 
brought their domestic troubies into the 
courts, prompted by an unfortunate infatua- 


tion for a_ patient who was treated 
gratuitously. Mrs. Jaminet was 
now living with her child on the third fleor 


of a boarding house where there was scarcely 
room to place Leontiue’s piano. Her mother 
found that $225 per month was little enough 
toclothe, ooard and educate her, as well as 
ro support herself. They had lived in geod 
style and moved in good society. The 
doctor hed rentals from the real estate to fall 
back upon if his practice had diminished. 

Ex-Gov Reynolds made an earnest effort 
in behalf of the doctor. He said that his 
practice for a year past bad not yielded 
$2,900 and the patients had drifted away. 
The court took the matter un- 
der advisement; ‘likewise a motion to 
re-tax the costs of taking depositions against 
the defendant, Mrs. Jaminet. Gov. Reynolds 
submitted that there was no necessity for 
them.

Tg-morrow the ques- 
tion of compensation tothe Mutual receiver, 
referee, and attorneys’ excep'ions to report 
of referee, etc., will be hesurd in Judge 
Horner’s court, and it promises to be much 
of a matinee.

The President’s Love for His Dead Wife 
—His Loneiy Life 


Washington Letter to Cincinnati Commercial. 


It has been a matter of some surprise thats 
out of tbe multitude of Episc. pal Churches 
with which Washington abounds, the Presi- 
dent should have chosen the very oldest and 
shabbiest of them all as his regular place of 
worship. Every Sunday morning he may be 
seen, Walking, unattended, like the humilest 
citizen, across the ever-green Lafayette 
Square witb its brown General in the middle, 
which hes between the White House and the 
moss-grown sanctuary, wherein he quietiy 
takes Dis place in the old pew that Madison 
occupied nearly seventy years age, Several 
of the early Presidents attended this church, 
but for morethan a quarter of 4 century it 
has been entirely out of date, and quite ne- 
glected by modern greatness. For President 
Arthur this ancient sanctuary bas more 
sacred associations than those merely 
historic, and, like Longfellow’s  Vil- 
lage Blacksmith, in the music of the 
choir, he hears a dream voice ‘‘singing in 
Paradise.”? Many vears ago the lady whom 
he married—Miss Ella Herndon (daurhter of 
a naval «ffiver, hen stationed ai the Nationa! 
Observatory), was a voiunteer meember of 
St. John’s choir, and it is said that her 
sweet soprano voice, filling the mol ly olu 
place with melody, first attracted the atten- 
tion of an assuming young lawyer, who hap- 
pened to be spending » Sunday at the Capital, 
and idiy strayed into St. John’s—Mr. 
Chester A. Arthur by name. Deponent 
saith he did not become acquainted with ite 
lady of his love at that time, however—not 
until some years later, when her father lay 
at the bottom of the sea, and her widowed 
mother and herself hud herself had sought a 
home elsewnere. The gallant Capt. Hern.ion,

THE ASSESSMENT QUKSTION. 


A Suggestion From a Citizen on the 
Subject. 


A Post-DispaTcH reporter this morning 
met a prominent citizen and heavy tax- payer 
and asked bim what he thought about Comp- 
trulier Adreon’s statement toat the assessed 
valuation of rea) and personal property in St. 
Louis was nearly forty million dollars lower 


than it ought to be, 
“Well,” said he, no doubt the 


estimate is within the fact. The 
rate of taxation on all classes of property 
is 2.65,80 that tho under-assessment amounts 
to a loss to the revenue of the city of eras 
000. No observing citizen supposes that if 
this amount could be placed in the city cash 
box, we wou d receive value for it in im 
proved condition of our streets, better police 
service and fire department, because ali such 
persons know that siace the Scheme and 
Charter weot into effect and the reduction of 
rate of taxation began, our public 
expensditures: bave been most parsimon- 
iously administered in respect of the avove 
enumerated ideas, which show most plainly 
and appeal most practically to citizens an 
strangers, the obvious and almost avowed 
purpose of this niggurdiiness being to produce 
in the course of years a popular clamor that 
Shall effect an advance in the rate of tuxa- 
tion. It is clear en ugh, however, that a 
round million of mooey is iost to the city by 
reason of the fact that the asses-or and col- 
lector Cannot count the money and secu ities 
heid by our banks and mou/jed men. But for 
a'l that, when you go to borrow a dollar you 
haveto pay,besides what the money is worth, 
the $265 whicn the money mau says is the 
tax on the money, th ugh the money man has 
no funds ou band when the assessor calls on 
him. He is avery respectable mau, and he 
swears to it that he owns no personaity ex 
cept $300 worth of household furniture, and 
he locked his papers upin the vault of the 
Safe D+ posit Company just before Septem- 
ber. Now that mitiiondollars 

WILL NEVER BE COLLECTED 
as tax on that class of property, and no ob- 
serving citizen expctsit. The question is, 
then, why not save it indirectly, but by a very 
simple process? Save it to the men who pay 
the taxes and pay the interest also on bor- 
rowed money by the simple p: ocess of avoid- 
ing the levy of a tax on monev or mouey 
securities. This would cut off Shyiock’s 
excuse for cha ging you near three per cent 
on the money he /en’ds vou—a fee which vou 
pay him for swear ng ty. the assessor that he 
has no money or collectable notes. This 
would so reduce the rate of interest in this 
city that it would resu tina saving of more 
than a million to the interest payers, who 
are the very men known to be the tax 
payers. Suppose vou buy a house 
and lot at $10,000 and mortgage it 
for one-half the purcbase money, on which 
one-half you pay interest, at as times go 
now, reven per cent. You pay taxes on 
$10,000 full value, (vou in fact own only half 
that value.) The man who holds the mort 
gaye ships it off to some other town so as to 
swear he « %es not own any evidences of 
value or inucbtedness in the state and you 
pay his tax! That is you pay tax to the 
city collector on the pr: perty you suppose 
you own, valued at $10 000, and pay aiso a 
taxtothe money-lender at about the same 
rate, On $,000 inthe shape of excessive 
interest, unver the pretext that he pays the 
amour t to the collector
